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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed on 01/28/2008 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicants' Argument: Applicants argue that the specification replete with descriptions 
of transition-limiting code cited in the specification. 

Examiner's Response: Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner asserts that 
Applicants in the invention disclosure fail to describe what a "transition-limiting code" is. 
The pages mentioned by the Applicants have been reviewed again by the Examiner. 
Applicants recite that the description requirement has been satisfied, however Examiner 
asserts that the enablement requirement has not been satisfied. 
Applicants' Argument: Applicants argue that person of ordinary skill in the art are well 
aware of the term transition-limiting code (i.e. based on the cited references by the 
Applicants on page 8 of remarks). 

Examiner's Response: Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner asserts that since 
none of the cited references have been incorporated by reference in the present 
application, the subject matters cited in those references are not included in the 
specification of the present application. 

Applicants' Argument: Applicants argue that regarding to the written description 
rejection of claim 1 1 , the specification clearly recites that "it is within the scope of the 
present invention that such instructions may be stored on one or more processor 
readable carriers". 
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Examiner's Response: Examiner respectfully disagrees, in remarks Applicants 
disclose that "it is within the scope of the present invention that such instructions may 
be stored on one or more processor readable carriers", however nowhere in the 
specification Applicants recite that the processor readable carrier is a processor 
readable storage "medium" . 

Applicants' Argument: Regarding to the 35 U.S.C. §101 rejection of claim 11, 
Applicants argue that there is a long list of cases that clearly define a storage medium 
as being statutory subject matter. 

Examiner's Response: Examiner asserts if the "processor readable storage medium" 
as cited in claim 11, refers to the "processor readable carrier" cited in the specification, 
since carrier is a non-statuary subject matter, then the storage medium is also a non- 
statuary subject matter.
